Washington, April 4.—(Special.)—The 
house voted on the question of passing the 
seigniorage bill over the president's veto 
this afternoon, 

The vote stood 144 to 1l4—not two-thirds, 
and the seigniorage bill is now dead. 

An analysis of the vote, however, shows 
that e.ght more than two-thirds of the dem- 
ocrats voted to pass the bill overthe veto. 
With the republicans out it would have 
passed. The 144 votes in the affirmative 
were composed of 118 democrats, eighteen 
republicans and eight populists. 

The negative vube showed fifty-five dem- 
ocrats and fifty-nine republicans. Every 
Georgian voted to pass the bill over the 
veto. Saker Crisp himself had his name 
called and voted aye. When he did it there 
was applause from the majority of demo- 
crats. 

The fight was unexpectedly launched upon 
the house. It was short and quick, but 
it was wildly exciting. It again showed the 
necessity of the clear head of Speaker 
Crisp fo pilot the house to action. It again 
demonstrated what a necessity he is to the 
house and on all hands the expression was 
heard: ‘‘What a splendid thing it was for 
the house that Crisp did not resign.” 

A quorum of democrats was again pres- 
ent this morning, and after several roll 
calls Mr. English, of California, was seated. 

Bland Bill Called Up. 

Then Mr. Bland called up the seigniorage 
bill and moved its passage over the presi- 
dent’s veto. Immediately there was great 
excitement on the floor. As the clerk read 
the till Mr. Bland sat silently chewing 
his wad of tobacco. 


to General Sickles to confer with him. Tow 
Reed, Burrows, Boutelle and Cannon con- 
ferred. As soon as the reading was over 
General Sickles cried out: “Mr. Speaker, I 
raise the question of consideration.” He 
tried to argue his point and at the same 
time everybody else in the house tried to 
talk. : 
Finally the speaker overruled the ques- 
tion of consideration on the ground that 
the constitution provided that a bill vetoed 
by the president should be returned to the 
house in which it originated, and that when 
returned such house should immediately 
proceed to consider it. The house could, by 
a@ vote, postpone, but the question of con- 
sideration was not in order. 

When the speaker completed his ruling 
Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, suggested in his 
usual sarcastic style that he would like to 
have additional reasons. 

Sit Down Boutelle. 

‘“‘As the chair has stated before,’’ respond- 
ed Speaker Crisp, ‘‘when the chair makes 
a ruling and gives reasons it holds that no 
gentleman has the right to ask for any 
other and further reasons than’ those 
stated.’’ 

“That is one of the later innovations of 
the chair,” facetiously remarked Boutelle. 

“That is one of the rulings which has 
been made to resent what the chair regards 
as impertinence,” quickly replied the 
speaker in firm and commanding tones. 
Boutelle dropped in his chair and the dem- 
iocrats fairly yelled in applauding the ut- 
terances of Speaker Crisp. 

Then there were loud cries of 
vote,’” on the democratic side. 

Done with a Rush. 

Mr. Bland cried amid the furor that he 
was Willing for an immediate vote. The 
speaker put the question quickly and de- 

lared that under the constitution an aye 
and nay vote was required, and at once the 

lerk began the roll call. The republicans 

were taken off their feet. They wanted 
dJebate. They wanted a cat and dog fight 
among the democrats. Reed jumped up to 
protest; so did Boutelle. But the speaker 
ruled them out of order, as the roll call 
ommenced. Reed persisted and the speaker 
promptly ordered him to take his seat. At 
this the democrats applauded. Reed sat 
down looking grum. He was too slow for 
once. ~ Dur;ng the roll call great excitement 
prevailed. Every eye was upon the “‘cuckoo”’ 
element. The majority of them stood by 
the president, and some who have never 
been cuckoos before went to him. Of 
course, every one knew the bill could not 
be passed over the veto. 

When the vote was announced the cuc- 
koos attempted to get tp applause, but it 
died a-boring. 

Turpin Was Lonesome. 

There were some surprises in the vote. 
The most notable one was the vote of Mr. 
Turpin, of Alabama, always, heretofore, a 
silver man, but now voting in the negative. 
All the other Alabamians, Colonel Oates 
included, voted in the affirmative. 

The Marylanders voted in the negative, 
but besides these all southern men voted 
to pass the bill over the veto, except Davey 
and Meyer, of Louisiana; Berry and Caruth, 
of Kentucky; Cobb, of Missouri, and Tur- 
pin, of Alabama. The other forty-eight 
democrats voting to sustain the veto came 
from the eastern and middle states, with 
a few from the northwest. Thus ends the 
seigniorage bill. The senate can take no 
action on the veto, as the Dill, being a 
house bill, was returned to that body. But 
the silver question will not down.

England Is About to Be Hoisted by Its 
Own Financial Bomb. 


DEBTORS MAY DEFAULT ‘ON INTEREST 


Central American Countries Refuse 
to Pay the Premium on Silver. 


THE WHITE METAL’S OPPORTUNITY 


Now Is the Time to Begin the Revolt 
Against Gold’s Selfish and Cruel] 
Domination. 


Washington, April 4.—(Special.)--Silver is 
bobbing up again all over the world with 
a buoyancy that clearly demonstrates that 
it cannot be held beneath the surface. 

Neither England’s action nor the acts of 
the present administration of the United 
States government can hoid the white met- 
al down. 

At last the silver standard nations of 
the American continent are rising up to 
protest and to force England to recognize 
silver as it has been recognized in the 
past. The Central and South American re- 
publics are refusing to pay interest on their 
bends heid in Engiand, in goid, when KEng- 
land is attempting to make silver a worth- 
less metal. 

This action on the part of these countries 
will do more than anything which has oc- 
curred lately to bring about bimetallism 
all over the world. They can force Eng- 
land to take steps toward bimetallism. 
With the United States leading in the 
rovement, it would seem that Great Brit- 
ain would have to come into line, 

It will be remembered that the London 
Chamber of Commerce recently submitted 
a memorial to the British government, 
praying for an international inquiry into 
the causes of the decline and fluctuation 
of the value of silver, and for relief from 
the embarrassment and losses’ suffered 
therefrom by British merchants doing bus- 
iness with countries where silver is the 
common currency and the standarc of 
value. This memorial demonstrated that 
the pocket nerve of England is being se- 
verely pressed, or her merchants would 
mot cry out in pain. 

As this memorial was presented just as 
the change from Gladstone to Roseberry 
occurred but little attention was paid to it. 
Now, however, another blow has been 
struck and the result is a loud remonstrance 


and an appeal to the government for pro- 


tection. 

Guatemala, through its representative in 
London, has announced that the interest 
on its bonded debt would have to be pass- 
ed on account of the low price of silver 


| and the high rate of exchange. Guate- 


mala dollar, which has been worth 75 cents, 
has dropped to 38 cents, and as the reve- 
nues of the republic are received in silyer 
the interest on the bonds is practically 
doubled and the government is made to 
pay 8 per cent instead of 4 per cent per an- 
num. 

The Englishmen who hold the Guatema- 
lan bonds made an inquiry into the matter 
and found that the default is not due to 
the inability of Guatemala to meet its 
financial obligations, but is for the pur- 
pose of punishing England for her stub- 
born opposition to bimetallism and her 
responsibility for the deciine in the value 
of silver by suspending coinage in India. 
The bondholders want the British govern- 
ment to force Guatemala to pay its obliga- 
tions: But England cannot force the pay- 
ment of this debt. If she attempts it by 
force she will have to blockade every har- 
bor south of the gulf of Mexico, ior the 
example of Guatemala is likely to be fol- 
lowed by all Central and South American 
countries. 

Again she could not enforce it, for under 
the Monroe doctrine the United States 
would not submit to any active war on the 
part of England against any country on 
the American continent. 

It is possible that Mexico may serve a 


-gimilar notice upon the holders vf her bonds 


in Great Britain before many weeks have 
passed. Nearly all the foreign or external 
debt of Mexico, which amounts to $82,500,00u, 
is held in London. When it was negotiated, 
at 6 per cent, the Mexican silver dollar 
was worth about 95 cents in gold, making 
the interest on the bond, if computed in 
silver less than 6% per cent. At present the 
Mexican dollar is worth only 48 cents in 


gold, and as the revenues of the Mexican. 


government are exclusively in silver, the 
interest charged is practically between 13 
and 14 per cent and its obligations are 
doubled. 

Mexico holds Great Britain responsible 
for this situation, and the Mexican govern- 
ment is now inclined to retaliate as has 
Guatemala. It is not the idea of the Mex- 
ican government to repudiate her debt, 
but to postpone its payment until England 
stops its war upon silver. 

Similar action may also be expected, cn 
the part of the Argentine Republic. The 


people down there approve Guatemala’s ac-. 


tion and indeed the action of the little re- 
public of Guatemala has the sympathy of 
all the Latin American republics. 

One of the diplomatic representatives of 
a South American republic predicted to me 
today that before the Ist of July they 
would all suspend payment until silver had 
recovered something of its normal value. 

“If silver continues to decline,” he said, 
“or if the present conditions continue, we 
shall be unable to meet our obligations, 
because we receive our revenues in silver 
money and are compelled to pay our obli- 
gations in gold. Gold is mow worth twice 
as much as it was when those obligations 
were incurred, which is not our fault, but 
the fault of our largest creditor, England. 
If England destroys our ability to pay our 
debts she can blame no one but herself. 
Every nation in Central and South America 
will default in its interest unless something 
is done to restore the value of our money, 
and it is right for England to suffer for 
it, because she is mainly responsible for 
the existing conditions. If she will recog- 
nize silver as money, the rest of the world 
will do so. If she will not, her people 
must take the consequences.” 

Mr. Romero, the Mexican minister here, 
is now moving te have a conference of all 
American nations in Washington with a 
view to a united effort tu secure the recog- 
nition of silver as money. He addressed a 
communication to Secretary Gresham, but 
has received no reply up to date. The rep- 
resentatives of other American countries, 
hcewever, heartily approve of the plan. Of 
course, the pressure on the part of the 
people will force the administration here 
at Washington to go into it. It is peed- 
less to say, however, that Mr. Cleveland 
will uttempt to queer it. But congress 
will approve the scheme and will scon 
take some action upon it.

PROTEST OF GEORGIA PASTORS / 


Presented in the Senate—Discussion of 
the Tariff Bill. 
Washington, April 4.—In the senate today 
a protest of the pastors of Georgia against 
the proposed constitutional amendment to 
recognize God in the constitution was pre- 
sented by Mr. Gordon. f 
Mr. Quay, of Pennsylvania, presented 
the memorial of the board of trade of 
Philadelphia asking for adequate duties on 

sugar. 

Mr. Peffer’s resolution instructing the 
finance committee to report a bill to repeal 
all laws authorizing the issue of bonds or 
interest-bearing securfties of the United 
States with the express authority by act 
of congress was taken up and Mr. Peffer 
spoke upon it until 2 o’clock, when the reso- 
lution went over, without action, till to- 
morrow and the tariff bill was laid before 
the senate. 

Mr. Allison, of Iowa, continued the speech 
begun yesterday against the bill, resuming 
at the point where he left off, as to the 
difference between the ad valorem system 
of duties, as provided for in the bill, and 
the system of specific duties, for which he 
was contending. There were very few sena- 
tors in the chamber when he began to 
speak—not more than ten on each side—and 
the galleries were not half full. Mr. Mills 
replied to Mr. Allison’s argument and con- 
tended that the specific system of duties so 
extolled by the senator from lowa was a 
tax levied on articles by quantities, disre- 
garding values, and was an un-American, 
and undemocratic, ana unjust system, 
while the ad valorem system was a tax 
levied on articles according to their value 
and was a fair and just system. 


He was asked by Mr. Mitchell, of Oregon, | 


why, if that was the fact, there were 200 
or 300 instances in the bill where specific 
duties were imposed. 

He said he would answer in the yankee 
way by asking Mr. Mitchell why there 
were so many ad valorem rates in the Mc- 
Kinley bill? He went on to say that all 
legislation was comprgmise, and that there 
were senators on his side who believed in 
specific duties and senaiors who believed in 
ad vilorém duties. He admitteu that the 
bill could not be passed unless concessions 
were made, and wound up by this figurative 
but expressive declaration: 

‘IT say this bill does not suit me. I am 
between the devil and the deep‘ sea. And 
when the question is presentea to me, 
whether I shall go to the devil and sustain 
the McKfhiey act or whether I shall go to 
sei; I am going to sea, in the hope that 
some favoring wind or tide will bring me 
ashore again. I am going fo vote for this 
bill. Ide not care what changes are made 
in it that those changes do not make 
it as bad as the McKinley act.’’ (General 
laughter.) 

After. an executive session the senate, at 
6:15 o’clock, adjourned until tomorrow.

Plain 
statements as to the evidence and rulings 
might be furnished, but the suggestion of 
a comment would be treated as contempt 
of court,

sumed the stand and completed his tegti- 
mony. There was nothing striking brought 
out. Several other witnesses were examnied, 
but their evidenec had nothing of a sensa- 
tional nature.

‘TROOPS GALLED OFF 


Governor Tillman Orders Them to Leave 
Darlington Today. 


CIVIL STATUS 10 BE RESTORED: 


The Men Who Were in the Riot 
Must Stand Trial. 


GENERAL BUTLER REVIEWS THE WAR 


He Tells Wbat He Would Do if He Were 
Governor, and How He Would 
Control the Situation. 


Columbia, 8S. C., April 4.—(Specia!.)—Thg 
strife is now over and the Capital City has 
S>ttled down to her normal condition after 
the intense strain of the last four days, in- 
cident to the dispensary tragedy. The only 
everts of the day were the assembling of 
the constavles, who were in the fracas and 
the conference between Governor Tillman 
and the*>committee of Darlington citizens. 
Tcmorrow the troops stationed at Darling- 
ton to enforce martial law will be ordered 
back and a proclamaticn restoring the civil 
status will probably be issued. It will then 
be left to the civil authorities to deal with 
those men in Darlington whom the governor 
intends to prosecute. 

In accordance with the governor’s order 
the dispensary constables connected with 
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Frank E. Norment, the best-liked man in 
Darlington, was killed by Constable [Mc- 
Lendon at the first fire last Friday. He 
was thirty-five years old. 


the Darlington trouble turned up here to- 
day. They appeared on the streets and it 
was noticeable that they wore their badges 
on the outside instead of concealing them as 
heretofore, and there was no attempt to mo- 
lest them. The missifig son of Chief Gail- 
lard was on hand unhurt. The constables 
assembled at the state dispensary and Chief 
Gaillard reported at the governog’s office for 
orders. 
Gaillard’s Escape. 

Speaking about his experience Chief Gail- 
lard said that he had had a hard time. He 
looked worn and haggard, but appeared 
coof. He was very bitter in his denuncia- 
t‘on of the opposition. He says that when 
the train he and Swan had jumped on to 
leave Darlington had got near the crossing 
he saw the crowd coming pe..mell as hée 
was standing against the side of the rear 
door of the ceach, the train moving slowly. 
It was just at this critical juncture that 
he heard the air brakes drop. He reaiized 
that a stoppage of the train meant certain 
death to him and to the _ three 
other constables with him. Swan 
says he grasped the situation, 
backed into the closet of the car, 
rulling out both pistols and cocking them, 
resolved to sell his life dearly. About this 
time, the engineer, seeing the crowd close on 
the train, opened the throttle and went 
across the crdossing at a speed of forty 
miles an hour, while bullets poured into the 
trein from the weapons of the crowd. 
Swan states that the people who were pure

Soldiers Go Home. 

The committee from Darlington who con- 
ferred with the governor today included ex-

the following information concerning it:

GENERAL BUTLER’S REVIEW. 


The Senator Tells What He Would 
Have Done. 

Charleston, 8S. C., April 4.—Following is 
the full text of Senator Butler’s statement 
made yesterday to a correspondent of The 
News and Courier touching the unhappy 
condition of affairs in South Carolina and 
explaining the cause of the recent bloody 
work in Darlington county. It is a true re- 
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James C. Willcox, M.D., was chairman of 
the indignation meeting held on the first 
day that the constables made raids in Dar- 
lington. This meeting was the result of 
an announcement on the part of the con- 
stables that they would search private resi- 
dences when they finished raiding the 
places of trade. Dr. Willcox has always 
opposed Tillman, and has been been a most 
ardent combatant of the dispensary law. 


view of the whole trouble and is a sufficient 
answer to the misrepresentations made by 
Governor Tillman in his speech at Colum- 
bia yesterday. Senator Butler said: 

‘Il came down from Darlington this even- 
ing, where I have been the past twenty- 
four hours. As far as I could learn, every- 
thing is perfectly quiet. The civil authori- 
ties are prepared to discharge their duty. 
It seems that a number cf state consta- 
bles, or spies as they are called, had been 
in Darlington for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing if there was contraband whisky there. 
In the searches which they made they 
were supported by the mayor and civil 
authorities of Darlington, and there was 
not the slightest resistance to the enforce- 
ment of the dispensary law. On the con- 
trary the people of Darlington co-operated 
with the enforcement. 

“This was prior to Thursday, March 29th. 
It appears that the force of constables, or 
Spies, was increased on that day hy a re- 
inforcement of about eighteen men armed 
with Winchester rifles and pistols. Why 


this reinforcement of armed men should be 


sent into a peacable, law-abiding communi- 
ty. where there had been no resistance to 
law, I cannot understand. It also appears 
that this armed band were about to retire 
from that community, where they had not 
been molested or dis.urbed, when a per- 
sonal difficulty arose between two young 
men at the railroad station where these 
spies were. 

“The difficulty, from what I can learn, 
was an entirely personal matter between 
the parties engaged, and in no way connect- 
ed with the execution of the dispensary 
law. One of these armed constables, Mc- 
Lendon by name, interfered in this private 
difficulty. A citizen, Mr. F. E. Norment, 
at the depot on business, made some re- 
mark and there was an exchange of epi- 
thets between him and this constable, 
whereupon the constable opened fire on 
Mr. Norment, with the remark: ‘God damn 
it, boys, let ’er roll.’ The tiring then be- 
came general between the armed consta- 
bies and the few persons who appear to 
have been at the station by accident or on 
business. 

“The result of this firing was that two 
young unoffending citizens were slain; cne 
constable killed, and this man McLendon 
badly wounded; several other citizens were 
shot and the chief of police, who was-etry- 
ing to preserve’ order, several times 
wounded. 

Pursuit of the Constables. 

“The people of Darlington were naturally 
indignant at the extraordinary and vio'ent 
measures adopted by the authorities of the 
State, and, upon the information of this 
emeute at the station, they turne™ out and 
pursued the men who they rightfully 
thought had committed a wanton and un- 
provoked murder upon two of their best 
citizens. They pursued these men, I take 
it. as long as there was a prospect of ar- 
resting them and we must assume of bring- 
ing them to justice for what they consider- 
ed an unprovoked homicide. As a proof of 
their conservatism, the wounded tianN\ 
Lendon, who had shot Mr. Norment, wa: 
taken to the jail and there protected £ 
further injury, although the péople of the 
town were greatly infuriated at his con- 
duct. I think it may be safely asserted 
that there is not a more law-abiding, in- 
telligent community anywhere in the United 
States than in the two counties of Darling- 
ton and Florence. 

‘‘Now, it would seem to me that if I had 
been governor of the state of South Caro- 
lina, 1 would have felt it to be my duty 
upon being informed of the occurrences at 
Darlington, to have gone promptly to the 

“seene of the disturbance and assured the 
people of that hitherto law-abiding cummu- 
nity that they should have fair play. I 
think if Governor Tillman had done this 
matters could have been composed in twen- 
ty-four hours, and whoever should have 
been proven to be at fault would have been 
made amenable to the law. Instcad of that 
he issued a proclamation denouncing the 
good people of these two counties as in- 
surgents and insurrectionists and ordered 
the military of the state to camp upon 
them. 

“During my stay at Darlington I was 
deeply impressed with the anxiety of both 
the citizens and the military to keep within 
the limits of the law. I advised, as far as 
I had the right to advise, that under our 
form of government the mili- 
tary should be subordinated to 
the civil power, and the use of 
the military arm was only justifiable when 
the civil authority was proved to be pow- 
erless and paralyzed. And, I think if Gov- 
ernor Tillman had, or would recognize this 
constitutional relation of the powers of our 
government, he would avoid many of the 
mistakes which he has made. 

Two Ways to Execute Law. 

“There are two ways to execute any law— 
the one by wisdom and conservatism and 
firmness; and the other by harshness, vio- 
lence-and an unreasoning disregard of the 
feelings of the citizens. 

“I need not now express my opinion in 
regard to the dispensary law, but I may say 
that, in my judgment, the governor is at- 
tempting to enforce it in a harsh, violent 
and ill-advised manner. He ought to know 
that the Anglo-Saxon, particularly in our 
day and generation, will not submit beyond 
a certain point to be harried, repressed 
and pursued. The constitution of the Unit- 
ed States and of the state guarantee the 
citizens against unreasonable searches and 
there is nothing in the dispensary law 
that I know of which justifies an invasion 
of this sacred right. Governor Tillman 
must not imagine, from the patience and 
submission of the people in the city of 
Charleston, where he seems to have practi- 

eally unchallenged sway in the harsh ex- 


ecution of this law, that the people outside 
of that city, less accustomed to the re- 
straints of the municipal government, will 
quietly submit to his invasion of their 
rights, and it would be the part of pru- 
dence on his part to go slow in the rigid 
enforcement of an unpopular step. 

“I would not be understood as encourag- 
ing, in the slightest degree, lawlessness or 
resistance in any form to lawful authori- 
ties. The people of Darlington and Flor- 
ence, as a rule, have not resisted the lawful 
authority. There may be exceptional in- 
Stances, as there are in every community, 
but they do not justify the wholesale de- 
nunciation which he seems to have put 
upon them. From what I observed in both 
of these counties, there has not been the 
least excuse or justification for ordering 
the military to these points. He has done 
sO at an enormous expense to the taxpay- 
ers of the state, and, of course, he will have 
to look out for that. 

“While in Darlington I advised, as far 
as I had the right to advise, that the 
friends of the deceased who were killed in 
the emeute at the railroad station, go 
before the trial justices, make affidavit 
charging the accused parties of the offense 
which they thought they were guilty of, 
demand the issuance of a warrant, let the 
same be placed in the hands of a duly au- 
thorized constable or citizen, and where 
the accused has fled the jurisdiction of a 
warrant, that it be sent to the sheriff of 
the county where they are found, endorsed 
and served by him, so that the parties 
might be arrested according to law, and re- 
quired to appear, give bond and answer 
to the charges in the due course of ju- 
dicial administration. If resistance should be 
made to the constable of the trial justice and 
he should fail to make the arrest, he 
Should be required to endorse such failure 
on the warrant, and then, and then only, 
the civil authorities should call on the 
military to act as a posse for the arrest of 
the accused. 

Illegal Orders Should Not Be Obeyed. 

“I see by the papers that Governor Till- 
man, in a note to Captain McCaughney, of 
the military company, has stated that the 
duty of soldiers—and the militia are soldiers 
—called into service is blind obedience to 
orders from their superiors, and not to 
queston them in any way. 

“To my mind this proposition is simply 
monstrous, and is not true. Ng .officer is 
bound to obey the order of his superior 
when the order issued is illegal. Nothing 
is better settled in military law than that. 
Suppose the governor had ordered Captain 
McCaughney to fire into a church filled 
with women and children; suppose he had 
ordered him to set fire to the town of Co- 
lumbia; suppose he _ had ordered him to 
throw a railroad train full of innocent pas- 
sengers from the track. According to his 
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IL. M. Norment, a brother of F. E. Nor- 
ment, was unarmed until Constable Pepper 
was killed, when he took possession of the 
latter’s rifle and used it with effect. He 
received one wound, which was not seri- 
ous. A leather book in his breast pocket 
saved his life by stopping a 48-caliber pis- 
tol bullet.

theory he would have to obey; and yet if 
he had obeyed, Captain McCaughney and 
his whole company could have been arrest- 
ed, tried, and, doubtless, convicted of mur- 
der or arson, or ncendiarism; and the or- 
der of the superior officer, the governor, 
would not have protected him. 

“This shows how wild, untenable and ab- 
surd is his proposition. I repeat, no officer 
can be compelled to carry out an unlawful 
order of his superior officers, and if he de- 
clines to obey it the only penalty he in- 
curs is trial by court martial. i would not 
advise an officer or soldier in the military 
service of his state or elsewhere to acts of 
insubordination or disobedience of orders, 
but they are as amenable to law as other 
citizens and should never forget that they 
are subordinate to the civil power of the 
government. We have had a recent example 
of how sensitive the officers and soldiers of 
the army are, at Denver, Col., where Gen- 
eral McCook, of the regular army, refused 
to interfere at the instance of Governor 
Waite saying that he was present with 
his troops as preservers of the peace and 
could not interfere with the civil powers 
are paralyzed. This, I think, would be a 
safe rule for the military of this and all 
other sections. 

“Governor Tillman has ruthlessly and 
wantonly insulted this gallant young officer 
of Newberry. There is and can be no justi- 
fication for,such cruelty. Captain McCaugh- 
ney is a gentleman, and exercised the right 
which every soldier has of tendering his 
resignation rather than serve under a 
braggart or an incompetent superior officer. 
He has a right to exercise this privilege 
at all times, and the exercise of the right 
does not justify or excuse this wanton in- 
sult from his superior officér. I cannot com- 
prehend what Governor Tillman means by 
his wild and reckless conduct. The think- 
ing people of this state, of all factions, 
are tired of dissensions and wrangling, and 
of his fire-alarm, pyrotechnic style of gov- 
ernment. It is having a bad effect upon 
the material and social interests of the 
state. It is making us an object of ridicule 
and a by-word with ali enlightened, in- 
telligent people. We want repose, 
peace, order. And it will not do for him to 
say that these disturbances are brought 
about by an oligarchy, or an aristocracy 
or ring. He has had undisputed control of 
ever department of the government for 
nearly four years, and it is very strange 
that all of these disturbances and dissen- 
sions, and all of this wrangling and blood- 
shed should spring from his own adminis- 
tration. 

Something Radically Wrong. 

‘Does it not argue that there is something 
rotten, radically wrong, in his administra- 
ton? The people of this state are not fel- 


} ons or outlaws. As a rule, they are con- 


servative and law-abiding people of all fac- 
tions. In 1876 they arcse in their power and 
hurled from the administration of the state 
government officials who had brought disas- 
ter and sorrow upon the people. They are 
long suffering and patient, and he ought to 
stop and think. He ought to call around 
him in council the most prudent and con- 
servative men of all factions. Nobody 
wants tothwart himin any honorable effort 
he may make for the general welfare of 
the people. He ought to know that he can- 
not run roughshod over the people or any 
part of the people of the state. He says 
he represents a majority. Does he mean to 
have it inferred from this that he will 
trample on the rights of the minority and 
ignore them? Is he prepared to admit that 
two or three or a dozen newspapers can 
prevent his doing justice to all the people? 
Will he say that the newspapers can drive 
him into extreme and resentful measures? 
I should be very sorry to see the governor 
of this state in that pdsition. 

“Why does he continue ‘in his efforts to 
array class against class, country against 
town? Why will he appeal to the prejudices 
and passions and resentments of the peo- 
ple, rather than to their reason and wis- 
dom and forbearance one for the other? 
We are one people, with a common interest 
and a common fate, and it behooves him, 
as it behooves all the good and patriotic 
men of this state, to keep cool, to obey the 
law, and to respect honorable differences 
of opinion one for the other. There is no 
occasion for the disturbances now existing 
in this state. There is no occasion to call 
on the mili . Let him send thém home 


and adminis the laws in mercy and jus- 


- 
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tice, and, my word for it, all will be well. 
“I see by the papers tonight that Govern 
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or Tillman proposes to issue a p 
tion taking charge of the entire police force 
of the state. How can he have the ef- 
frontery to do this, when the last legisla~ 
ture, representatives of the people, refused 
to give him that power, I cannot under- 
stand. Why he should desire to destroy 
home rule and local self-government, the 
very foundation stone of our people’s insti- 
tutions, is equally surprising. He had better 
leave to each community the right to gov- 
ern itself according to its own exigencies, 
subordinate, of course, to the paramount 
power and authority of the state. If he 
does this; if he does take charge of the 
police, he will add fuel to the flame and 
may precipitate bloody collisions and in- 
flict endless harm and injury upon the 
whole state. Let him attend to his own 
constitutional quties, and leave the people 
to govern themsalves. He is not wiser than 
all the people nor more patriotic than.the 
majority.” 

MAYOR DARGAN’S STATEMENT. 


He Takes Issue with Tillman and Con- 
tradicts Him. : 

Darlington, 8S. C., April 4.-Mayor Dargan 
has made another statement for publica- 
tion, this one in rejoinder to Governor Till- 
man’s speech. In the statement, the mayor 
says: 

“The governor says, speaking of the 
constables, that they had been sent to 
Darlington because the mayor had allowed 
them to be insulted and cursed to their 
faces. If the governor was so informed 
that I, as mayor, had allowed that, his 
informant is just a liar. This is the first 
information I have ever received of such 
a fact. He says, again, two boys, mere 
striplings, got into a fight, and some fifty 
men, armed to the teeth, went to the 
depot and picked a quarrel with the con- 
stables, and men on both gides were 
killed. 

“I don’t know who informed him of this 
fact, but whoever did so just lied, and 
knew he lied when he gave such informa- 
tion. Again, he says the fault cannot be 
clearly placed, and possibly never will be 
known. 

“As to that, the governor is a very badly 
informed man, if he lays that flattering 
unction to his soul, and I venture the pre- 
diction that he will find the fault clearly 
placed, and that it will be found that the 
constables simply did everything else but 
their duty. You will find I never sdid, as 
he states, that the governor had exercised

power that no governor had ever attempt- 
ed: but I say it now, and I think facts 
well known to the people of South Carolina 
my statement; but what I did 
say was, that Governor Tillman assumeag 
that his spies have privileges that are not 
enjoyed by any other citizens of this state, 
etc., and, I will add, privileges that even 
he does not enjoy. I notice that he asked 
the question: ‘Why did they not lynch the 
man they had in their power, who was 


admitted to be in the row?’ : 
“IT answer because we are not lynchers; 


we are not cut-throats nor robbers; we 
are South Carolinians, and fight a Man as 
long as he is up, but we never hit the man 
that is down. We don’t fight that way, 
and that is the reascm that man was not 
lynched. I know pretty well what Gov- 
ernor Tillman wanted us to do. I under- 
stand hfm very well. He is not the first 
politician I have seen. The governor would 
have liked our people in their rage to have 
murdered this man McLendon, who I am 
informed boasts of the fact that he has 
killed three other men. He would have 
liked for us to have destroyed the dis- 
pensary, because then there would have 
been.two facts which he could have pointed. 
to as a justification of his unprecedented 
course in this whole matter; but thank 
God our people are not that sort. They 
are made of different stuff from what he 
imagines, and we congratulate ourselves 
today that that man McLendon, who I am 
satisfied, it will be shown, brought on this 
bloodshed, having been shot down and 
thereby disabled from making his escape 


and thrown into our hands helpless, has | 


been treated as all helpless men are, and 
as wounded enemies arc, by’ civilized ‘peo- 
ple. This action stands out in startling 
and striking contrast to the action of his 
privileged state officers, who, it appears 
from the facts. shot the body of poor 
Frank Norment after he was down in four 
different places with Winchester rifles and 
shot our chief of police in discharging his 
duty. This was enough to fire the blood 
and make even infant sinew as strong: as 
steel.”’

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NOT MUCH TO SAY. 


Charleston’s Police Authorities Are 
Prepared to Yield Gracefally. 
Charleston, 8. C., April 4.—(Special.)—The 
municipal authorides here have very little 
to say concerning Governor Tillman’s 
proclamation announcing his intention to 
take charge of the police force of all the 

cities and towns in the state. 

The proclamation created something of 
a sensation, but was not unexpected in 
official circles, 

It is considered scarcely likely that Gov- 
ernor Tillman’s proclamation assuming con- 
trol of the municipal police wilf in any event 
affect the present status of the police de- 
partment in this city. Under the judicious 
direction of the mayor and chief of police, 
the state constables have been fully pro- 
tected, and rendered every hecessary as- 
sistance in making their raids on the blind 
tigers, whenever the department has been 
notified of their intentions. 

So secure have they been in making their 
raids of late, and so devoid of any show or 
threat of resistance have been these oc- 
casions, that the constables had largely 
given over making requisitions for police 
escort, and most of their recent raids have 
been made without the attendance of the 
“blue coats.”” The police department has 
‘promptly anticipated and nipped in the 
bud every threat or symptom of rebellion. 

Tillman Commended. 

Columbia, 8. C., April 4.—(Special.)—The 
state conference of reformers was held here 
today. It was decided to hold a state con- 
vention of the reform faction on August 14th 
to select nominees for gdvernor and lieu- 
tenant governor. This will be after the reg- 
ular democratic convention. 

An address to the farmers was issued. 
Resolutions were adopted commending Gov- 
ernor Tillman’s course in upholding law and 
order in the dispensary disturbance.

The company, which is composed of Ham- 


ilton Disston and a dozen other wealthy 
capitalists, proposes to build an elevated 
bicycle railroad between Washington and 
New York, using the Brett system. The 
road structure and its supports are to be 
made of iron and steel of sufficient size and 
strength to permit the passage of cars at 
the rate of 120 miles an hour. Guard rails 
are to be on either side and every practical 
invention securing safety is to be adopted. 
The capital of the company is to be $15,- 
000,000 

The promoters of the company declare 
that the road will be built as soon as the 
charter is granted.

While the debate is now going on 
in the senate, it is already evident that it 
will be slow. The republicans are deter- 
mined to throw every obstacle in the way 
of the rushing of this bill through that 
body, and it may be the first of June be- 
fore the senate votes.

Mr. Claude N. Bennett, of Atlanta, is the 
private secretary of the secretary of the 
interior. Mm Bennett is one of the bright- 
est young men in cabinet circles. He is not 
only a fin de siecle private secretary, but 
he fairly scintJlates in society.

the cabinet. During this season he has led 
in the social festivities other than the ger- 
mans, but he is now thoroughly equipped 
to shine gracefully in that capacity. In- 
deed, Mr. Bennett has devoted much of his 
time recently to becoming perfect in the 
art of dancing.

Wesleyan’s Trastees Meet and Accept Dr. 
Bass’s Resignation, 


MANY NAMED FOR THE POSITION 


The Contractors Have Some Trouble in 
Getting Laborers to Work on the 
Sewers—The Baptist Convention. 


Macon, Ga., April 4.—(Spectal.)—The 
trustees of Wesleyan Female college met 
in Macon this morning to Consider the 
resignation of Rev. Dr. W. C. Bass as the 
lessee and president of the college and pro- 
fessor of metaphysics. Dr. Bass appeared 
before the board and asked that his resig- 
nation be accepted on account of his ill 
health. The trustees very reluctantly ac- 
cepted it. It will take effect at the college 
commencement exercises next June. 

For many years the college has been 
leased to Dr. Bass, he paying to the 
trustees the sum of $2,000 per annum. Dr. 
Bass engaged and pays the members of the 
faculty and pays the the other expenses in- 
cident to the educational operations of the 
institution. A committee of trustees, of 
which Rev. Dr. J. O. A. Clark is chair- 
man, Was appointed to report on the fu- 
ture policy of the college and determine 
whether the lease system should continue 
in vogue. The buildings and gZrounds are 
worth at least $300,000, and there is the 
Seney endowment fund of $50,000. The only 
debt against the college is $29,700 of out- 
standing bonds, which: bear 7 per cent in- 
terest. 

At the meeting of the trustees this after- 
noon, the committee reported in favor of 
the continuance of the lease system, and 
that the president must be a Methodist 
preacher, and not a layman. The report 
was adopted. 

The following names were put in nomina- 
tion for president of Wesleyan: Dr. I. §. 
Hopkins, president of the state technologi- 
cal school at Atlanta; President Warren 
A. Candler, of Emory; Dr. A. B. Jones, 
of Huntsville, Ala.; Rev. Claud L. Chilton, 
of Auburn, Ala.; Rev. J. W. Roberts, of 
Atlanta; Rev. Charles E. Dowman, of 
Cuthbert; Dr. A. Coke Smith, of Norfolk, 
Va.; Rev. G. J. Orr, of Dalton: Samuel 
Wier, of Evanston, Ill., and Cc. M. West, 
of Millersburg, Ky. It is not known if 
these last two are preachers. By resolu- 
tion, these nominations will lie on the 
table for consideration until the meeting 
of the trustees at the commencement next 
June. Twenty-two trustees were present 
today. 


Sewers and Strike. 

Work on Macon’s system of sanitary 
sewers Was commenced this morning by 
the contractors. 

Several hundred negroes were present to 
go to work, but many of them refused to 
work at thé price offered by the contract- 
ors—60 cents per day, and they tried to dis- 
suade others from working at less than $1 
per day. Chief of Police Butner dispersed 
the crowd of malcontents. About fifty com- 
menced ditching along the line of the sew- 
ers up Poplar street. If they should insist 
on not working at 60 cents per day Gab- 
oney & Noble intend to import laborers 
from Alabama, where, it is said, they can 
be obtained. 

The Baptist Convention. 

The second day’s session of the Georgia 
State Baptist convention was more largely 
attended both by delegates and vsitors 
than on yesterday. Before the regular pro- 
ceedings of the convention commenced Rev. 
W. H. Whitsett, D.D., professor of church 
history in the Southern Baptist Theological 
seminary, at Louisville, aelivered an ad- 
dress to the theological students of Mercer 
university. This morning at the convention 
Rev. Mr. Whitsett presented the work of 
the seminary. This seminary is one of the 
largest in the world, having nearly 300 the- 
ological students in attendance during the 
last session. 

At the morning session reports were sub- 
mitted on temperance, missions and kindred 
topics. One of the most. important reports 
was that recommending that Hearn insti- 
tute be taken out of the convention. This 
was adopted in a spirit of harmony. Chair- 
men of all standing committees were ap- 
pointed. 

The ladies’ meeting convened at 9 o’clock. 
The work of the orphans’ home in Atlanta 
was discussed. The home has been made 
a special order for the convention tomor- 
row. Dr. Hawthorne, of Atlanta, preached 
today. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon a reception 
was tendered the convention by tne faculty 
and students of Mercer university. Ad- 
dresses were made by President Gambrell, 
Dr. Gibson, Dr. Hawthorne and others. At 
7 o’clock there was a mass meeting at the 
First Baptist church on foreign_missions. 
Rev. Dr. R. J. Willingham, of Richmond, 
Va., secretary of the board of foreign mis- 
sions delivered an address. He is a son 
of Ben L. Willingham, of Macon. 

The convention will adjourn about Friday 
night.

Experiments with Elixir.

The doctor claimed that 
his remedy had restored the strength he 
enjoyed many years ago, and the New York 
physicians experimented with it a long 
time. At first great hopes were entertainea, 
but after a fair trial our doctors came to 
the conclusion that Brown-Sequard was 
right in his theory, but had failed to get 
the right elixir. It will be recollected that 
the remedy consisted of the subcutaneous 
injection into the human body of the secre- 
cretions of the giands of certain animals.

Where Maize First Grew. 

For a long time the origin of maize or 
Indian corn has been in dispute.

irs. Candler Gives Her Husband’s Yer- 
sion of the Trouble. 


HOW SHE USED HER WINCHESTER RIFLE 


Kept the Officers at Bay for Two Weeks 
W hile Her Husband Was in Bed. 
Hels Out on Bond. 


A pale, determined little woman, with 
firm glance and sparkling eyes, puts quite 
a different color to the troubles of Dr. 
George H. Candler, who was arrested on 
a bench warrant from Marieita by the city 
detectives day before yesterday. 

The little woman who takes up the cudgel 
in the handsome English physician’s behalf 
is his wife, and she gives a version of the 
difficulty that is spiced with lively inci- 
dents. She promises that a breezy’ sensa- 
tion will crop out of it in a few weeks. 

Dr. Candler was not jailed at Marietta 
as it was supposed he would be, but suc- 
ceeded in giving a bond and returned to 
his home at 64 North Forsyth street. Yes- 
terday he was very ill all day and could 
not be seen. It was said that he was suf- 
fering from the excessive use of cocaine, 
but this Mrs. Candler denied. She said that 
he had used cocaine medicinally, but not 
to the extent reported. It was said that 
he was almost constantly under the influ- 
ence of the drug, and that he had used it 
to so great excess that he was not responsi- 
ble for his actions, 

Mrs. Candler says that Dr. Candler has 
been badly treated throughout. His only 
fault since coming to Atlanta has been his 
bad health, but she says he has been illy 
used. 

Four months ago, for the benefit of his 
health, they went to reside at Roswell. 
Previous to that time Dr. Candler had 
known Miss Pratt, who was connected with 
the Electropoise company,, and when they 
went to Roswell they stopped at the Pratt 
mansion. The Pratt mansion is one of the 
oldest and most palatial residences in Ros- 
well. 

Dr. Candler remained at Roswell for 
quite a while, but the relations between 
the families became strained and Miss 
Pratt asked him to move out. This he re- 
fused to do. Mrs. Candler says that he 
was much too ill at that time and did not 
do so. The situation was a very embar- 
rassing one and Miss Pratt took decided 
steps to put an end to it. She had a writ 
of ejectment issued and placed in the 
hands of an officer. The orticer, with an 
assistant. repaired to the mansion to eject 
the Candlers. 

“Dr. Candler was in bed sick,’’ said Mrs. 
Candler, ‘‘and met them at the door 
and told them so. They wanted to put 
us out anyhow, and I just leveled my Win- 
chester on them. I just held it on them 
and told them that if they came inside I 
wceuld shoot them. And I would have done 
it too. They didn’t come in, but went 


“For two weeks I kept them off like 
that. meeting them with my winchester 
every time. I am not a poor shot. The 
rifle I had was mv husband's and is a 
sure shot. He won a cup with it.’’ . 

With such incidents as this was the life 
of Dr. Candler marked while in Roswell. 
He is charged with ‘having acted in a 
wild manner and doing some wij shoot- 
ing at an imaginary foe. He is also said 
to have been flighty all the while he was 
living there. 

Mrs. Candler says that much has been 
said and printed about her husband that 
is not’ true. She says the Macon episode 
was unconscionably exaggerated. She says 
much that was not true got into the pa- 

rs. She says that the arrest of her 
usband was the greed to a sensation, 
the nature of which she cannot tell yet. 
She says that the true cause of his arrest 
will develop later. Mrs. Candler is a most 
intelligent lady and is very sincere and 
earnest in everything she says. 

Dr. Candler is quite a fine-looking physi- 
cian of perhaps thirty-two. His face is 
smooth and his complexion as clear as a 
woman’s. He is an Englishman by birth 
and was_educated at the best English 
schools. He came to America several:years 
ago and located in Buffalo, N. Y., where, 
besides attending to his professional duties. 
he was associated with the editorship of 
Sunday Truth. Later he was managing ed- 
itor of The Times. He is said to have some 
property thefe now.

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The Cuckoo Policy. 

The manifestations of cuckooism in 
Georgia, though they cover a very nar- 
row strip of territory, are such as must 
inevitably disgust right-minded people. 
We have an example of cuckooism in 
this neighborhood, and while it has been 
both instructive and amusing, recent 
events have given it a tone calculated to 
Stir the gorge of men who are capable 
ef thinking for themselves. 

It is not often in this climate that the 
people are treated to such exhibitions 
as the one that has been on the cuekoo 
boards since the Bland seigniorage bill 
Wis sent to the senate from the house. 
When that event occurred, and when 
the senate promptly made that measure 
the order of the day, the Atlanta Even- 
ing Cuckoo madea most violent attack 
on the democrats of the upper house, 
The Cuckoo declared that in placing the 
Seignioragze bill before the tariff bill, 
Which had not even been reported from 
the finance conimittee, the senate demo- 
crats were guilty ef either ignorenee or 
cupidity, or something of that sort. But 
the next day the wind bad shifted. In a 
night the majority in the senate had 
become shining examples of patriotism 
and probity. ‘They had splendidly 
euchred the republicans, 

The same Cuckoo fluttered gently 
around the seigniorage Lill, cooed over 
it, and provounced it good. It was a 
bill that should pass; it was a wise meas- 
ure; and so forth and so on. ‘The news- 
papers that print all the Washington 
gossip said that the secretary of the in- 
terior himself was loudly in favor of 
the bill, and that with his aecustomed 
energy he was urging Mr. Cleveland io 
signit. It was even said in those news- 
pupers—and no denial has been made so 
far as we know—thut the secretary de- 
clured that he would resign if Mr. Cleye- 
land refused to sign the bill. 

Meanwhile the secretary's Cuckoo was 
busily engaged in finding arguments in 
favor of the seigniorage bill, evidently 
lmpressed with the idea that Mr. Cleve- 
land would sign it rather than have any 
stormy scenes in his cabinet, followed by 
the resignations of some of the proud, 
stern men who make up the composite 
cabinet. 

But Mr. Cleveland's veto inessage 
came. The Cuckoo folded its Wilngs and 
sat drooping on the lowest perch. It liad 
nothing to say; it did not know what to 
Bay. There seemed to be a crisis, and 
when a cuekoo Sees a crisis it is compelled 
to wait for inspiration from the powers 
that pull the strings and give it an ap- 
pearance of life and motion. 

The inspiration came and the next day 
the secretary’s Cuckoo praised Mr. Cleye- 
land for vetoing the measure that it had 
been in favor of—the measure the gec- 
retary had urged. Its own convictidns 
were given to the winds, and it endorsed 
With an affectionate and a trusting 
Smile, the very arguments which it had 
siriven to show had no weight whatever. 
A sorrier exhibition of cuckooism has 
Hever been paraded before the publie. 
Une day for a measure—the next aginst 
it; one day with convictions—the next 
surrendering them, and declaring that 
Mr. Cleveland's policy is superior to the 
democratic policy. 

So with Governor Northen’s appoint- 
ment of Hon. Patrick Walsh to the va- 
cunt senatorship. The appointment was 
made at 10 o'clock in the morning, but 
the Cuckoo recorded the fact without 
comment. It was waiting for inspiration 
from Wasliagton. The inspiration came 
and then tne public was informed the 
dzy after that it was very “bad business” 
for the governor of Georgia to appoint a 
true democrat to the senatorial vacancy 
—a very “bid business” to appoint a 
democrat who stands squarely on the 
Hemocratic platform. Of course the 
Cuckoo didn’t say this right out. It 
eculdn’t afford to in this climate where 
the people set such store by dem- 
ocratic principles. But it came as near 
t» saying it-as a cuckoo ever comes to 
seying anything on its own responsibil- 
ity. 

It interprets the appointment of a plat- 
form democrat as factious opposition to 
Mr. Cleveland, and leaves it to be in- 
ferred that the policy of the president, 
although it may be entirely different 
from the policy of the party and the de- 
sires and expectations of the people, 
should commend itself to the support of 
democrats. And yet, everybody outside 
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| of the cuckoo nest knows that there is 
not a democrat in Georgia or in the 
south, of any shade of opinion, , but 
would be glad to give Mr. Cleveland the 
heartiest and the most enthusiastic sup- 
port if he would undertake to carry out 
the pledges and demands. of the plat- 
form. There has never been in the his- 
tory of the republic any president or 
any public man who has ever had as 
solid a support from the people as Mr. 
Cleveland would have if he stood as 
squarely on the democratic platform as 
he was supposed to stand when he was 
a candidate for the people’s votes. 

Nevertheless, the cuckoo here, the 
cuckoo yonder, and Mr. Seifert’s cuckoo 
in Macon talk through a long-distance 
telephone and all are industriously try- 
ing to convince the public that it is 
treason for a democrat to support the 
platform of the party instead of the pol- 
icy of Mr, Cleveland. 

It is the long-distance telephone that 
is doing the work. When it is “hello!”’ 
in Washington, it is “hello!” in Atlanta; 
and when it is “hello!” in New York, it 
is “hello!” in Macon. But there is this 
wide difference—Mr. Seifert’s newspaper 
in Macon is capable of doing justice 
when it finds it has made a mistake, and 
in yesterday’s issue it retracts it uncall- 
ed-for attack on the appointment of Mr. 
Walsh, and admits that its animadver- 
sions of the day before were baseless, 

Sut no one will ever hear a whisper 
from the cuckoo end of the long-distance 
telephone in Atlanta to the effect that 
itis better for the party to stick to demo- 
cratic principles and unite on the demo- 
critic platform than to approve the poli- 
cy of any man, be he president or 
private, 


No More Delay! 

Kivery member of the board of exposi- 
tion directors should be present at the

Money talks! 
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“Enlightened Selfishness.” 

Editor Murat Halstead deplores in 
his wordy but not unattractive way the 
gradual formation of a great political 
combination that is now going on Before 
his eyes—the unification, for purposes of 
economic strength and development, of 
the political forces of the south and 
West. 

This unification, which was inevitable 
in the nature of things, has been hurried 
forward by recent events in legislation; 
by the coalition of the eastern democrats 
and republicans in congress as repre- 
senting the common greed of the mem- 
bers of both parties in- that section; by 
the refusal of this coalition to make any 
compromise whatever; by the establish- 
ment of the sigle gold standard; and by 
the failure of the measure providing for 
the coinage of the silver seigniorage now 
lying idle in the treasury. 

riven the coalition of eastern demo- 
crats and republicans in behalf of the 
financial and commercial interests of 
that section it Was Iney. ible that there 
Should be a counter movement on the 
part of the west and the south, the sec- 
tions whose interests are so unjustly dis- 
criminated against. The eastern evali- 
tion is the result of a_ well-defined 
scheme. ‘The western and southern co- 
alition which is slowly forming ana 
growing, is the result of events and of 
the necessities that grow out of events 
that individuals have thus far had noth- 
ing to do with, except to note the 
movement and welcome it. 

Mr. Halstead observing this movement 
from his perch on the Brooklyn bridge, 
denounces it as sectionalism, and works 
himself into a frenzy over it. The trou- 
ble with Mr. Halstead is that he has ar- 
rived at that age when he can discern 
objects at a distance more clearly than 
he can see things right under his nose. 
He denounces the movement to unify the 
south and west as sectionalism—section- 
alism as rank as that which divided the 
country in the sixties. It is very clear 
to Mr. Halstead, but. owing to his de- | 
fective vision, he cannot see any section- 
alism in the conditions which have made 
the southern and western movement 
inevitable. 


stead is not aware of these conditions, 
nor that he is ignorant of the pressure 
and strain they have put on the patience 
of the people. He realizes that such con- 
ditions exist, but he cannot perceive, or 
he will not admit in the midst of his vo- 
ciferations that they grow out of the 
sectionalism that is afoot at the east. 
He says with a smile that the sueccess- 
ful efforts of the east to reap the benefits 
of all financial and tariff legislation are 
not in the nature of sectionalism, but 
are the result of “enlightened selfish- 
ness,” 

This is a fine phrase, and we thank Mr. 
Halstead for thus parboiling the question 
for us. But what advantage have the 
victims of “enlightened selfishness” over 
the victims of the cruder sort? The re- 
sult is practically the same, and the vic- 
tims will not hesitate to escape from it 
if they can. And in this case they can 
if they want to. 

But will Mr. Halstead tell us, while 
the subject is fresh im his mind, why the 
coalition of eastern interests that is now 
paramount at Washington is the result 
of more “enlightened selfishness” than 
the unification of the. interests of the 
west and south which is now going for- 
ward? 


The Vote on the Veto. 

The vote in the house yesterday on the 
motion to pass the seigniorage bill over 
the president’s veto shows in the most 
convincing manner the position of the 
democratic party on silver. Of the 144 
votes in the affirmative, 118 were cast 
by democrats. The negative vote showed 
lifty-five democrats and fiftv-nine republi- 
cans. With the republicans not voting, 
the democrats would have passed the bill 
over the veto. A bare half dozen south- 
ern democratic congressmen voted in 
the negative with the cuekoos and Tom 
Reed. All the other democratie yotes 
in the negative were cast by members 
from the northern and middle states. 

This vote surely sets at rest all ques- 
tions as to the attitude of the democrat- 
i¢ party on this phase of the financtal 
question. 

The southern and western representa- 
tives of the party stood together, while 
the minority of eastern democrats aided 
Tom Reed and party in protect- 
ing the bond and gold interests and de- 
feating the evident will of the true party 
of the people. 

No one expected that the bill would be 
passed over Mr. Cleveland’s veto. The 
cuckoos and the republicans could easily 
muster one-third of the membership. 
But the silyer men determined to make 
a clean-cut record on this measure and 
by clever tactics brought the bill up and 
got a vote on it. The result was not un- 
expected. The bill is dead, but the posi- 
tion of the democratic party is clearly 
established.

It remains to be seen whether the 
bondholders will thank-the senator for 
his warm words in defense of their in- 
tegrity. For some time past they have 
seemed very willing to leave the impres- 
sion upon the public mind that they 
would perjure themselves rather than 
pay their just share of the taxes.

We are somewhat surprised to see the 
following covert attack on Senator Gor- 
don in The Columbus Enquirer-Sn: 

Democratic office holders and office seek- 
ers who are pandering to the free silver 
craze should remember the fate of their 
predecessors who swallowed the subtreasury 
scheme as a bid for the alliance vote. The 
bottom will fall out of the free si'\er 
boom when the people become acyuninted 
with the facts about it, and a senodol of 
would-be democratic leaders will drop out 
with it.

Colonel Maddox asked Mr. Smith why 
the president had not said something about 
it in some of his messages.

Following is an interview with Colonel 
Maddox, taken from The Washington Post, 
on the subject: 

“One of the most influential citizens and 
solid business men of Atlanta, Colonel Rob- 
ert F. Maddox, president of the Maddox- 
Rucker Banking Company, is stopping at 
the Metropolitan. olonel Maddox was 
sought out by a Post reporter and solicited 
for an expression of opinion on the general 
financial condition of his section. 

““For many years of my life,’ said he, 
‘including a period before the war, I have 
been engaged in the banking business, and 
have made it my special study. It is my 
earnest conviction that if congress wants 
to do something that will be of real and 
pense benefit to the country it should 
speedily pass a bill repealing the 10 per 
cent tax on state banks. People who un- 
derstand the matter best are not alarmed 
by the cry of “‘wild-cat banks,’’ which is 
revived now to ee the cause. Grant- 
ed that the old system was not perfect 
under its operations fewer banks failed 
than do now. When I go to New York to 
borrow $100,000 I put up the same securities 
in Wall street that could be used as a 
safe, convenient and inexpensive basis for 
the issue of state bank notes under proper 
legislative enactment. 

‘““‘T am not hostile to national banks in 
the least. Their currency is still needed, 
but there is a orying want of more money 
in the south, especially at the season of 
moving the crops, which condition applies 
also to the west. Here is where the state 
banks would nll a most useful functian. 
The currency issued by them is in the 
nature of auxiliary money, and will obvi- 
ate the necessity of going to some far-off 
money center for a supply of the circulat- 
ing medium which should be obtainable 
at home. It is arrant nonsense to say 
that a state like Georgia could not devise 
a sound and perfectly safe system of 
banks. The Bank of Charleston before the 
war was as good as the Bank of England, 
and never did the state banks of Louisiana 
or South Carolina suspend specie pay-

but there is wisdom enough in 

the legislature of a scate to devise a good 
banking system. State and county bonds 
are a first-rate basis on which to issue 
money. In the old days, it was thought 
sufficiently safe to issue three paper dol- 
lars on one of gold or silver, but the ratio 
could be made even less so as to beget 
absolute confidence. If this tax is repeal- 
ed, I am satisfied that the country will 
enter a new era of prosperity. It is the 
one thing needed to relieve the devression 
that is caused by the congestion of money 
in a few large cities. More than that, the 
establishment of state banks would forever 
eliminate the troublesome silver question 
In six months after the passage of such 
a law, all wrangling over the white metal 
would cease, The very best stroke of 
statesmanship for the democrats is to re- 
peal that tax.*’’

Meeting of the Rate Committee of the 
Passenger Association. 


VERY LOW RATES TO DALLAS, TEXAS 


Other Religious Rallies Get Cheap Rates 
Boyco:t Declared by Commissioner 
Stahlman—Other News. 


The meeting of the rate committee of 
the Southern Passenger Association, held 
in the Ddffice of the commissioner yester- 
day, was one of the most important the 
association has held for a long time. 

A full attendance was present when Com- 
missioner Slaughter called the meeting to 
order, and the members went at once to 
work. 

One of the first things considered was 
the convention of the Southern Baptist 
Association, which is to be held in Dallas, 
Tex., this year. The commissioner recon- 
sidered his former action on the rates to 
this convention, and decided to make it 
one fare for the round trip. 

This is a much more favorable rate than 
the one formerly agreed upon, and the 
attendance to the convention will be much 
larger in consequence. 

Of course, this action had its effect upon 
the requests fer cheap rates to other re- 
ligious conventions, and the association 
acted upon them with similar effect. They 
gave the same rate to several conven- 
tions. 

The rates to the general conference of 
the Methodist church, to be held at Mem- 
phis, will be the same as those to the 
Baptist convention—one fare for the round 
trip. 

It was also decided to give one fare for 
the round trip to the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian church, to be held in 
NashVille May 15th. 


The same rate was algo allowed to the 
Christian Endeavor convention, to be held 
in Cleveland, O. 

Several new lines were received as mem- 
bers of the association, the Morristown 
and Cumberland Gap, the South Atlantic 
and Ohio, the Knoxville, Cumberland Gap 
and Louisville and the Marietta and North 
Georgia. 

These are the lines that were boycotted 
by the association not many weeks ago. 

Special rates were allowed to the Knights 
of Pythias conclave at Washington, it be- 
ing one fare for the round trip, plus 32. 

Special rates were allowed to the Travel- 
ers’ Protective Association at Albany, Ore., 
it being one fare for the round trip. 

The same rate that is now allowed the 
mid-winter exposition at San Francisco 
was given to the general Presbyterian con- 
vention in Albany, vre., the convention 
to be held May 23d. 

The Cumberland Presbyterians to con- 
vene at Eugene City, Ore., May l7th, get 


the same rate. 

The meeting was largely attended, the 
full membersnip being present, and the 
session yesterday was one ot the most 
business like ever before held by the asso-

The Populists’ Convention. 

The Southern Passenger Association at 
the meeting yesterday granted cheap rates 
to the convention of the populists of Geor- 
g*a to be held on the 16th of next month. 

‘his convention promises to be one of 
great importance to the people’s party of 
this state, and certainly will be one of much 
interest to the general public. 

The purpose of the convention is to se- 
lect candidates for governor to be placed in 
the field against the democratic nominee. 
There is all manner of gossip concerning 
the convention, and the probable candidate 
to be selected to run on the gubernatorial 
ticket. It is said that Colonel W. L. Peek, 
who was in the race for the populists last 
time wants to be chosen as fhe candidate 
this year also, but there seems to be some 
opposition to him among certain promi- 
nent members of the party who will have 
a hand in shaping its destinies in the com- 
ing campaign. 

A great many of the leaders favor Tom 
Watson as the candidate for the people's 
party to put in the field against the demo- 
cratic nominee, but as he has announced 
that he will run for no office this term it is 
doubtful whether or not he will be the 
man. 

The convention will doubtless be largely 
attended owing to the cheap rates that have 
been allowed by the Southern Passenger 
Association. It seldom occurs that the rail- 
roads give cheap rates to state political con- 
ventions, and this may be taken as a suf- 
ficient guarantee that the people’s party 
will: have a great many delegates to come 
to Atlanta on the l6éth of May. 


A Boycott Is Declared. 

Commissioner Stahlman, of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association has 
served notice upon the Chesapeake, Qhio 
and Southwestern that that road will be 
boycotted by the members of the associa- 
tion for cutting rates against lines that are 
members. 

The boycott has already taken effect, due 
to the fact” that the road has been giving 
lower rates than any member of the asso- 
ciation could give, according to the agree- 
ment. The Chesapeake, Ohio and South- 
western has been allowed the pro-rating 
privileges of the association heretofore, but 
will be cut off from such enjoyment here- 


after. 

Coramissioner Stahlman was seen and 
asked about the transaction yesterday by 
a Constitution reporter. ‘“‘Yes, I have de- 
clared a boycott against the line,’’ he said, 
“and that isn’t all. If several other lines 
we heve been allowing privileges to fail to 
stop this cutting of rates there will be some 
more boycotting. 

“If the Savannah, Americus and Mont- 
gomery continues to cut rates against mem- 
bers of our road 0a ceiton, we are going to 
declare a boycott against that line, too.” 

It seems that the roads ouside o% the as- 
sociation are allowed to pro-rate freights 
with the roads in the association, at the 
rates that the latter roads get, but when 
these outside roads begin to cut against 
the lines in the association, the association 
has the right to cut off the reduced rates 
from it and charge full local rates to points 
over its lines. 

This amounts to the same thing as a boy- 
cott as long as there is another line in the 
neighborhood that can carry the freight at 
the pro-rating figures. 

The commissioner is very determined 
about the business and says that the roads 
shall not be cutting rates against the lines 
that are bound up in the association. 

The situation is interesting and the result 
of the boycott against the Chesapeake, 
Ohio and Southwestern is watched with 
much anxiety and conoern.

By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Manager. 

NEW YORK, April 4.—While Liverpool 
Icst 2-64d today, our market has practicaily 
been unchanged, because, while there may 
be no particularly bullish features that 
have developed, there is at the same time 
a gradual disappearance of bearish ones. 
We do, know that from this time forward 
there Will be a gradual reduction in the 
world’s visible supply, especially at Liver- 
pool, where spot sales continue daily 12,000 
bales, and there is a continued reduction 
in stocks at all of the points in the south, 
visible and invisible. here has also been 
an improvement in the demand from north- 
ern spinners and this will doubtless con- 
tinue as long as there is an improved de- 
mand for tne maufactured article. Our 
New Orleans firm is making considerable 
effort to obtain from all the cotton states 
some information as regards the probable 
acreage the coming season, and so tar 
Texas indicates a much smaller increase 
than reports generally have credited that 
state with. Replies from the other states 
are not yet sufhicently numerous to be able 
to give figures of any value. One thing, 
however, is that the southern farmer is 
going extensively into the raising of his 
own meat and this naturally entails a 
more extended cultivation of corn and per- 
haps taking up of some of the area hereto- 
fore devoted to cotton. The difficulty of 
sustaining improvements. comes largely 
from the fact that some disturbing cause 
develops pay, after an advance to 
induce selling by those who have bought 
and thus up to this time, no very consid- 
erable improvement has taken place from 
the lowest point touched in March. Our 
information is that sixty-five ‘towns in 
Texas, in fifty-seven counties, show stocks 
of 19,800 against 44,100 last year. What 
the south must realize is that the control 
of the price of cotton is very largely, if 
not almost entirely, in the hands of the 
European consumer and what the consumer 
of anything wants is an abundant supply 
and he will then buy freely at lower prices, 
as the decline in the price of the manu- 
factured article does not seem to keep pace 
with the raw material. The European spin- 
ner is saying that the south intends to 
increase its acreage largely, and, therefore, 
should this prophecy be realized in the next 
montl. or two, the domestic and foreign 
consumer should certainly take off his 
hat to the cotton producer. There has 
been a very steady undertone all day here, 
but its continuance or disappearance will 
depend, as usual, upon Liverpool. Stocks 
at twelve of tl® most prominent interior 
points in the south last night were 216,853, 
against 297,499 last year.

A DESPERATE. GANG 


How the Gordon County Grangers Plotted 
to Murder the Deputies, 


SUDDENLY SURPRISED AND CAPTURED 


Two of Their Number Found Guilty of 
Conspiracy—Henry Bell), the Leader, 
at Last Captured. 


Henry Bell, the Gordon county conspira- 
tor, will not come up before the commis- 
sioner for the preliminary hearing today. 
Judge Broyles, having postponed the case 
until the 16th Of this month, owing to the 
absence of several important witnesses, and 
in order to give Bell time to prepare his 
defense. 

The Gordon county grangers was a band 
of noted desperadoes who lived and flour- 
ished last year near the thriving hamlet of 
Calhoun. Comp sing the gang were some 
of the most daring ana desperate charac- 
ters of north Georgia. Their deeds of vio- 
lence terrorized the community and frequent 
crimes were committed in reckless viola- 
tion of the law. Last November two of the 
members were captured, practically disband- 
ing the whole gang. They were tried and 
found guilty of conspiracy. During the 
trial evidence of the most startling nature 
Was introduced, showing that the gang 
was regularly organized to operate illicit 
distilleries, and defy the revenue officers. 
Henry Bell, it is said, was the leader of the 
lawless crowd and directed their movements 
in a daring manner. 

In some way it was learned that the depu- 
ty marshal intended to invade their strong- 
hold. One night in a dark and desolate 


gulch a plot was formed to waylay the offi- . 


cers and fire upon them from ambush, A 
solemn and binding oath was taken making 
death the penalty for divulgence. On the 
night appointed all the men were on hand 
heavily armed and determined to do good 
work, according to their murderous code. 
They were concealed in a secluded spot in 
@ dense thicket through which they ex- 
pected the deputies to pass. They waited in 
vain, however, for the officers were on to 
the game and deferred the trip. Shortly 
after two of the men were captured, and 
the full facts in the case came to light.

MUST HAVE AN OFFICE 


The Commissioners Are Hunting a Place 
for the Tax Receiver. 


WORSE OFF THAN BIRDS OF THE AIR 


He Has No Plac;a to Lay His Official Head. 
Solicitor Thomas Objects Strennous- 
ly to Being Moved Out. 


The county commissioners had _ their 
usual routine work, which was relieved 
by an important decision on the part of 
the county attorney, a discussion of the 
tax receiver's office, and a letter in re- 
gard to a very. curious case. 

There is likely to be some dissension—or, 
to say the least, mild argument—among 
certain officials of Fulton county and the 
commissioners before Tax Receiver 
Armistead is provided with anything like 
@ suitable office. 

The tax receiver is now placed in the 
same office with the tax collector, who is 
pushed for all the room that he can get. 
In fact, the two rooms together are none 
too large for the immense amount of work 
that Tax Collectoy Stewart does away 
with in a year. Between the belated tax- 
payers and the citizens who want to give 
in their taxes, the anteroom, for such it 
properly is/ which is used by the tax re- 
ceiver for an office, is kept. well crowded, 
Now that the tax receiver's work is get- 
ting well under way, 
is becoming more and more noticeable. 

In order to do away with this, it was 
at first suggested that the room now occu- 
pied by the court stenographers 
would be a good place, but 
there was no convenient place 
to give the stenographers, who are a 
very important part of the court routine. 
Finally, the eyes of the county commission- 
ers fell upon the office of Solicitor Thomas, 
But the solicitor was on hand to enter his 
protest. It was discussed by the members 
of the commission. One of them suggest- 
ed that there was a nice office in the build- 
ing occupied by the city court, and that 
this was the very thing for the solicitor, 
who would be thrown within a few steps 
of the courtroom. All the members thougnt 
this a good idea. 

Solicitor Thomas wanted to be recorded 
as-voting ‘“‘nay.’’ 

The ouice now occupied by  Salicitor 
Thomas is one of the best arranged in 
the courthouse. lit is a corner room, and 
is lighted weil by windows on the north 
side and east side. In fact, it is the kind 
or office one would like to remain in. 
The solicitor said that he did not care to 
leave the office—to tell the truth, did not 
Want to leave; that he was not in good 
health, and did not care to go to the city 
courtroom buiiding, where the atmosphere 
would probably be tainted. 

No acuon was taken in the matter, but 
something will soon be done for the tax 
receiver. 

Thought He Was Rich. 

An unusual case came before the com- 
missioners in the shape of a letter trom 
Mr. R. L. Hester. it will be remembered 
that sometime ago a man was arrested 
while on a spree. In the meantime, he 
had given in a lot of fictitious property. 
Alter he became sobered up, ne went 
before tne general council and was allowed 
to withdraw his statement in regard to 
his possession of property. 

Another case similar to this was brought 
before the county commissioners yesterday. 
lt would appear that Mr. Bohannon fre- 
quently induiges to such an extent that 
he becomes na”ilarious and full of “joy 
towards the world. While in this cond- 
tion of elation, he is wont to give in the 
property of his wife, Mrs, Bb. D. Bohannon, 
aut a much larger figure than is necessary. 
In fact, he imagines during these off-times 
that he is immensely wealthy, and acts 
accordingly. The letter from Mr. R. L. 
Hester was in regard to ‘this, and stated 
substantially the same facts. He said that 
she had been served with a notice to pay 
$6.95 for state and county taxes at once, 
while in reality she did not own over $200 
worth of property. She is unable to pay 
the amount, as she has to work é 
living for the husband and -family. 
matter was referred to a committee. 

Other News of the Session, 


County Attorney Thomson decided yes- 
terday that the county should pay for all 
the stationery used in the clerk’s office, 
except a certain kind of minor blank paper. 
The county commissioners were of the 
opinion that the clerk should furnish these 
items himself. 

It was decided to open the old turn-pike 
road to Decatur from the city limits at 
Irwin street to the county line at Morelan 
avenue. The county will work the road 
from the city limits to the Air-Line road.
